In each contest, there are a number of so-called ‘''unique'' 

Calls: cgi. i.e. someone copies almost all the letters correctly 
except for one ..... and thus his log indicates a station that 


no one else worked. The contest rules are basically 
contacts'' and for the most part, most logs are accepted 
EXCEPT for those few stations near the top of the category 

where the requirements are for the entrants to submit a raw 

disk file (in CT it's the *.BIN file). The sponsor's software 

then analyzes reported contacts and can determine the number of 
''uniques'' versus the total contest entrants's ''average number 

of uniques.'' An operator with good ears might have a 

''unique'' rate of less than 1%. Any op whose ''uniques'' are 

over 10% is suspect (remember most contests require accurate 

logging info of call and exchange). Some ops believe that 

it's better to log more contacts even if some of them are wrong 
(because the contest score is based on most contacts, most mults, 

etc.) but others take to the time to be sure of the call, 

sacrificing points for accuracy. I would rather work 500 stations 

and get one or two calls wrong (<0.5%) than work 600 stations and break 
25-calls (>4%).

The ''unigques'' software was written by Dick Norton, N6AA, and 
frequently (especially in the CQ WW) the sponsors will ask for 

data files and in exchange will report to the individual his or 

her ''unique'' rate. If you get a chance to do that in an upcoming 
contest, try it -- it is very helpful. ‘''Uniques'' are not 

precise measurements of busted calls -- but the odds that someone 
would enter a contest and only work one operator and then quit 

the contest are slim. 


Now back to your question....did you work xxx or was it xxy? 

Strictly speaking, it's your contesting skills that are being sought-- 
not the skills of others on the qrp-list. Report what you 

copied and either claim victory or take your lumps ;-) !!! 

There is a category for contesting which involves the efforts 

of more than a single operator -- it's called multi-op, and 

the isn't a QRP multi-op category in most contests.

G'day Gang, 


Completed and tested my SST-40M rig in the wee hours. Rig tunes 7030 to 
7039.9 with D4B installed. (Am going to move it up a bit with D4A). Output 
power is about 2.5 watts with R10 at 120 ohms (Operating on 13.5v). Power 
adjustment pot will adjust power down to nil. Phones audio is sufficient 
(using Yaesu phones). Made first contact with WB4KKL in FL at 0620 hrs Z. 

A nice haul from Columbus, OH. Sigs varied from initial 459 to 589. FL station 
was troubled by static crashes. Painted enclosure by first spraying with zinc 
chromate primer followed by black for enclosure halves and grey for front and 
rear panels. I will report on further progress, but first impressions are all 
positive. Assembly is a snap and manual is excellent. Given it's very small 
size and minimal current draw the SST is an ideal take along rig.

Fellow QRP'ers, 


I am moving into a house the end of July and am looking forward to 
finally getting seriously on the air again! I have been nearly inactive, 
other than 2m, for nearly 7 years while in college. 

Does anyone out there have any knowledge or opinions of the Loop Skywire 
antenna? This antenna is decscribed in the ARRL Handbook as being a great 
multiband performer. I am thinking about building the 80M version which will 


work well on the ham bands between 3.5 & 30 Mhz, so the review claims. 

For those who don't know, it is a loop of wire 1 wavelength long on the 
lowest frequency you want to operate (3.5 MHz, in this case). You arrange it 
in a horizontal loop, as high as possible, with the loop containing as much 
area as possible (a circle would be ideal). You can feed it with either coax 
or open line (I intend to use open line, for power loss considerations) The 
antenna will operate on it's design frequency, and all harmonics. 

Any thoughts, comments?
